Although a sequel to Three came home is 
necessarily an anticlimax, many readers will 
want to read the later history of the Keith 
family. In spite of their decision to have no 
more of the tropics, a government request to 
help in the rehabilitation of Borneo took them 
there again in 1946, to the site of the home 
from which the Japanese had taken them to 
prison camps. They resumed their work with 
the natives, struggled with the usual vicissi- 
tudes of tropical life, and learned of commu- 
nist infiltration through Asia. There is less 
here of the glamor of the tropics, more serious 
awareness of the need for good will and un- 
derstanding. 


Kennedy, Marguerite Wallace. My home 
on the range.

There is a quiet charm in this recitation of 
the pleasures and trials of a ranch wife dur- 
ing the early nineteen-hundreds, with only a 
faint tinge of bitterness over the tradition of 
fabulous generosity which combined with 
drought and low prices to force one of the 
richest Arizona ranches into receivership. 
Lavish hospitality, country dances, pack trips 
into the mountains, the trials of keeping a 
good cook and of providing meals for in- 
numerable cowboys and guests fill the recol- 
lections. 


Au- 
gust 22. 


An interpretation of Disraeli which makes 
much of his epigrammatic wit and immense 
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popular appeal, his paradoxical vanity and 
his avowed goals of fame and the Prime Min- 
istry, and above all his devotion to principle 
and to country. A half century of British 
history is condensed without assimilation as 
the author details Disraeli’s conflicts and suc- 
cesses, and from his novels deduces a rather 
opulent picture of society and personages, 
and a great deal of Disraeli’s personality, his 
dreams and his opinions. Though the irre- 
pressible author is invariably ready to lament 
the excesses of present England, his inserted 
essays and witticisms compare well with the 
quoted epigrams of Disraeli. While uneven in 
interest and containing nothing that is new, 
this is an acceptable modern evaluation.

The author has fond memories of his child- 
hood in Mississippi, and he writes of his rela- 
tives and the character stories preserved in his 
family, and tells of his education and his first 
efforts at writing. The viewpoint is serious 
and philosophical, with retrospective assess- 
ment of values and of a society still close to 
Civil War years. Probably the first volume of 
an autobiography.

Umberto’s circus was under the directorship 
of the founder’s grandson and was one of 
Europe’s leading shows when a Czech laborer 
and his son joined it in the 1860’s. Anton 
Karas was only a staker but seven year old 
Vasek was destined to become a great per- 
former and animal trainer and, eventually, 
was selected by the director to marry his 
daughter and carry on the circus dynasty. 
It is largely from Vasek’s point of view and 
with his enthusiasm that the panorama of cir- 
cus life with its hours of arduous practice, its 
cosmopolitan characters, and its infectious 
fascination, is unrolled.

Reviewing his civilian life from the perspec- 
tive of a Pacific island, 40 year old Major Wol- 
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cott Ferris weighs his background, education, 
and business career, his unbearable marriage 
to an insincere woman and his sensual affair 
with another, and the sum is profound dis- 
illusionment. Ferris, evidently speaking for 
the author, sees himself as one of the millions 
of twentieth century Americans—the Mr. 
Smiths—who are both the products and vic- 
tims of a hopelessly misdirected culture. Hav- 
ing set down his story, and the conclusions 
he draws from it, Ferris feels that it is futile 
to seek an individual solution to such a gen- 
eral and complex problem, and chooses an 
unnecessary death at the hands of a trigger- 
happy soldier. 


Helvick, James. Beat the Devil. Lippin- 
cott, $3. August 22. 


Sophisticated intrigue, clever dialogue, and 
stock characters drawn with uncommon lines, 
neatly bound into a package of entertaining 
summer reading. Marooned in a Mediter- 
ranean port, a motley group of individuals— 
international traders in search of African 
uranium, an aging but knowledgeable ad- 
venturer, a woman who lies for the fun of 
it, a very British Englishman—become in- 
volved in spy-and-counter-spy. Border run- 
ning, capture by Spanish police, murder, 
accident and an unimpassioned illicit romance 
provide a lively story.

tervals in the moor country in the company 
of wonderful, hearty Rosie Day and under- 
standing David.
